The next Legislature probably will 
he asked to establish a legal system | 
of investigations in divorce cases 
pending before the St. Louis Courts 
ef Domestic Relajpons. 

In the meantime the Circuit 
Judges in general term will be asked, 
by the terms of a resolution passed 
by the Bar Association last night, to 
abolish the present force of investi- 
gators, established by a _e special 
Judge-made rule and appointed with- 
out the civil service é¢xaminations 
which the law requires. The Judges | 
wil) be asked ao order that all the 
reports of these investigators, in 
pending. snall be de- 
stroved. The judges will next meet 
in general term Dec. 3. 

The report of a special committee 
of the Bar Association, favoring the 
abolition of the present investigation 
was approved at last nights 
meeting at the Washington Hotel, 
ufter-two and one-half hours’ dis- 
cussion, by a vote of 56 to 43. 

Named Without Examination. 

Most of the time was given to ar- 
zuments in defense of the investiga- 
tion system, as the points against it 
had been set forth in the printed re- 
port of the special committee, sent 
out to all members in advance. As 
has been told, the report recited
